£ SOP was not of a Make to do his Maſter much Credit 

in the Quality of a Hou/hold Servant : So that he rather 
ſent him abroad into the Fields a Digging, and totake care of his 
Husbandry. By the time he had been there a While, his Maſter 
went out after him to ſee how he went on with his Work ; and 
found Every thing done much to his Satisfa&tion. In this Inte- 
rim comes a Countryman to him with a Preſent of moſt Delicious 
Figs; which he was fo Wonderfully delighted with , that he 
gave them in Charge to his Boy Agathopus to ſee them carefully 
laid up till he came back again from the Bath, whither he was 
then a-going. ſep, it ſeems, was now gone home upon ſome 
Particular Bufineſs, and Agathopus laid hold of This Occafion 
to tell One of his Companions, of a Defign he had, both upon 
the Figs, and upon their Fellow-Servant. What have we more to do 
ſays he, than to Stuff our Guts with Theſe Figs our ſelves, and 
then lay the Roguery upon ſop, who is at This Inſtant in the 
Houſe where they are * And then, when our Maſter comes to Examine 
the Matter, we are Two Witneſſes to One againſt him, which will make it 


fo clear a Caſe, that the Silly Cur will not have the Face to Deny the 


FaF. The Plot, in ſhort, was agreed upon ; and to work 
they went, upon the Figs, making themſelves Merry upon E- 
very Bit they Swallow'd, to Confider how Xſop's Carcaſe was to 
pay for All. 

The Maſter, upon his coming from the Bath, call'd imme- 
diately for his Figs, and hearing that Zſop had been beforehand 
with him, he ſent for him in a Rage, and Rattled him with a 
Thouſand Traytors and Villains, for Robbing his Houſe, and De- 
vouring the Fruit that he had ſet apart for his own Palate. This 
Miſerable Wretch, heard, and underſtood All that was ſaid ; but 
by Reaſon of an Imperfe&tion in his Speech, he was notable to 
ſpeak one Word in his Own Defence.

'PON the Merchants Arrival at Epheſus, he made a 
quick Riddance of All his Slaves but Three. That is to 
 fay,a Muſician, an Orator, and Fſop. He dreſs'd up the Two 
Former in Habits anſwerable to their Profeſſion, and Carry d 
them to Samos, as the Likelieſt Place for a Chapman. He 
ſhew'd them there in the open Market, with Zſop for a Fool 
| betwixt them; which ſome People took much offence at. * 
| While they were attending upon the Place, there came among 
other Samians, one Xanthus an Eminent Philoſopher of that City, 
with a Train of his Diſciples at his Heels. The Philoſopher was 
mightily pleaſed with the Two. Youths, and ask'd them one af- 
ter another about their Profeſhon, and what they could do. The 
one told him he could do any thing, the other that he could do 
evry thing ; this ſet Zſop a laughing at 'em.

Very good ſays the 
Philoſopher ; and without any more a do whats' your felling 
Price? The Merchant ſpeaks the Word, The Philoſopher pays

T happened ſome few days after the Laſt Paſſage above, that 
Xantbus, having ſome Buſineſs at the Publick Hall, ſent 
Z#ſop to ſee if there were any Great Throng of Men there ; a Ma- 
iſtrate meets him Upon the Way, and Asks him whither he was 

going ? Why truly, ſays op, Ian going I know not whither. 
The Magiſtrate took it that he Banter'd him, and bad an Officer 
take him into Cuſtody and Carry him to Priſon. Well, ſays Zſop, / 
to the Magiſtrate ; Is it not true Now, that I did not know Whi- 
ther I was going ? Can you Imagine, that whenlT eame out ofthe 
houſe this Morning, I had any thoughts of going to Priſon? The ; 
Magiſtrate was well enough pleaſed at the fancy, and Diſcharg'd 
: him Upon it, and ſo he went forward to the Hall.; Where among 
Z a world of People,he ſaw one Man arreſt another upon an Aﬀion 
of Debt. The Debtor Pleaded Poverty ; but if he would Com- 
F pound for half, it ſhould go hard but he'd make a Shift to Pick it 
; up, hefaid. Well with all my Heart, fays the Creditor, Lay down 
the Mony upon the Nail, and the Buſineſs is done : for a man had 
better Content himſelf with Half, then Loſe All, And I reckon 
that Mony as good as loſt, that a Manmuſt go to Law for ; X/op 
, upon this, went back and told his Maſter, that he had been at the 
3 Hall,” and ſaw but one Man there ; This was a Riddle to Xan- 
c thus ; Inſomuch that he went himſelf to Learn the Truth of the 
Matter. When he came to the Place, he found the Court ex- 
tremely Thronged, and turning ſhort upon AZ/op, in great Indig- 
I nation, Sirrah,ſays he, are all theſe People come fince you told me 
; there was but one Man here ? Tis very true, ſays Xſop, There was 
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7 a Huge Crowd,and yet but one Man that I could ſee in That vaſt 
4 Multitude. This ſeems to be taken out of the Life of Diogenes.

 Xanthus wndertakes to Drink the Sea dry. 


HE R E happeried not Long after This, to be a Merry 
Meeting of Philoſophers ; and Xanthus, one of the Com- 
pany. Manthus had already gptten a Cup too much ; and Eſop

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finding they were like to ſet out his hand ; Sir, ſays he, 'tis the 
Humour of Bacchus, they ſay, firſt to make men Chearful, and 
when they are paſt That, to make 'em Drunk, and in the Conclu- 
fion, to make them Mad. Xanthus took Offence at Aſop ; and told 
him, That was a Lefture fer Children. ( Laertius makes this to 
be the ſaying of Anacharſrs.) The Cups went round, and Xanthus 
by this Time had taken his Load, who was mightily given to 
tzlk in his Drink ; and whatever was uppermoſt, out it came, 
without either Fear or Wit. One of the Company obſerving the 
weak fide of the Man, took the Opportunity of Pumping him 
with ſeveral Queſtions. Xanthus ( ſays he) I have read ſome- 
where, that it is Poſſible for a Man to Drink the Sea Dry ; but I 
carr hardly believe it. Why ſays Xanthus, Il venture my Houſe 
and Land upont, that I do't my ſelf. They Agreed upon the 
Wager, and preſently off went their Rings toSeal the Conditions. 
But Early the next Morning, Xanthus miſſing his Ring, thought it 
might be ſlipt off his Finger, and asked Z/op about it. Why tru- 
ly ſays Zſop, I can ſay Nothing to the Lofing of your Ring ; But 
| can tell you that you Loft your Houſe and Land la$} Night : and fo 


. Zſop told him the Story on't, which his Maſter it ſeems had utter- 
ly forgotten. Aanthus began npw to Chew upon the Matter, and 


it went to the Heart of him to conſider, That he could neither do 
the thing, nor yet get quit of his Bonds. In this-trouble of 
Thoughts he Conſults ſep, (whoſe advice before he had rejeed) 
what was to be done in the Caſe. I ſhall never forget, ſays Xanthus, 
how much I owe you for your Faithful Services; and fo with fair 
Words #ſop was prevailed upon to Undertake the bringing. of 
him off. - *Tis Impoſſible to do the thing, (fays he) but if I can 
find a way to Diffolve the Obligation, and to gain you Credit by 
it over and Above, That's the Point I ſuppoſe that will do your 
bufinels. The Time appointed, fays ſep, is now at hand, 
Wherefore do you ſet a bold face upon 1t,, and go to the Sea-/rde 
with all your Servants and your I rinkets about you, and put on. 
a Counteniance, that you are juſt Now about to make good your 
Undertaking. You'll have Thouſands of Spe&ators there, and 
When they are got together, let the Form of the Agreement 
and the Conditions be read, Which runs to this Effect. That 
you are to Drink up the Sea by ſuch a Certain Time, or to forfeit 
your Houſeand Land, upon Such or Such a Confideration. When 
This is done, call for a Great Glaſs, and let it be filled with 
Sea-Water, 'in the-Sight of the Whole Multitude : Hold it up 
then in your Hand, and fay as. Follows. You have heard Good 
People, what T have Undertaken to day and upon what Penalty if I do 


not 
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Fatt as you have heard it ; and 1 am now about to drink up the Sea ; 
not the Rivers that run intot. And therefore let All the Inlets be 
Stopt, that there be Nothing but pure Sea left me to drink,” And I am 
now read y.fo perform my part of the Agreement. But for any drink- 
ing of the Rivers, There is nothing of that in the Contra. © The 
People found it fo clear a Caſe, That they did not only agree 
to the Reaſon and Juſtice of Xanthus's Cauſe, but hifſed his/Ad- 
verſary out of the Field ; Who in the Conclufion made a. Pub- 


lique Acknowledgment, that Xanthus was the Wiſer and Better 


Man of the Two; But defired the Contra might be made 
void; and offer'd to Submit Himſelf further to ſuch Arbitra- 
tors as Xanthus Himſelf ſhould direa. Xanthus was ſo well 
pleaſed with the Character his Adverfary given him, of a 
Wiſe Man, That All was Paſſed over, And a finall End made 


' of the Diſpute. Plutarch makes this to have been the Inventior

N the days of ZXſop, The World was mightily addiQted to 
s Augury; that is to ſay, to the Gathering of Omens from the 
"ry and Flight of Birds. Upon this Account it was, that Venthus 
one Day ſent Zſop into the Yard, and bad him look well about 
him. If yori ſee Two Crows (ſays he) youll have good Luck after 
it, but if you ſhould Chance to ſpy One Crow Single, tis a Bad 
Omen, arid ſome 1! will betide you. #ſop ſtept out and came 
Immediately back again, and told his Mafter that he had ſeen 
Two Crows. Hereupon Xanthus went out himſelf, and finding but 
One (for the Other was flown away ) he fell Outragiouſly upon 
Eſop for making Sport with him, And orderd him to be ſound- 
ly Laſh'd fort, but juſt as they were ftripping him for the Exe- 
cution, In comes One to Invite Xanthus abroad to Supper. Well 
Maſter, ſays Xſop, and where's the Credit of your Augury Now? 
When I, that ſaw Twa-Crows, am to be beaten like a Dog, and 
You, that ſaw but One, are going to make merry with your Frierids ? 
The Reaſon and Quickneſs of this Reflexion, Pacified the Maſter 
for the Preſent, and ſav'd the Poor Fellow a ſound Whipping: |

And ſo after lay- 
ing ings and Things together a While, Maſter, ſays he, What 


wall you give me, If I find you out a Pot of Hidden Treaſure 
pow ?, Ore Half of it, ſays Xanthus, and your Liberty. So #ſop 
fell to Digging, a Matter of four Yards from the Stone that had 
the Inſcription ; and there found a Pot of Gold which he took up 
and Deliver'd to his Maſter; and Claimd his Promiſe. Well,

you haye jou Why then, ſays Xanthus, let us go home and ſhare 
it. No ſooner were they got Home, but Z/op was preſently laid | 
by the Heels, for fear of Blabbing, crying out as Loud as he

comes of truſting to the Faith of a Philoſopher ; The Reproche 
Nettled his Maſter : But however he cauſed his Shackles to be 
taken off upon't, and Admoniſhed Zſop to keep his Licentious 
Tongue in a Little better Order for the future, if ever he hops 
to have his Liberty. For That, fays Zſop, Prophetically, TThall 
not Need to beg it of you as a favour, for in a very few days I 
ſhall have my Freedom, whether you will or no.

| S O P had thus far born All the Indignities of a Tedious 

-, Slavery, with the Conſtancy of a Wiſe Man,and with- 
out either Vanity or Abje&ion of Mind. He was not Ignorant 
however of his own Value; Neither did he Negle& any honeft 
Way or Occcafion of Advancing his Name and his Credit in the 
World ; as in One Particular Inftance among the Samians, on a 
Strange Thing that happen'd There upon a Very Solemn Day. 
The Ring, it ſeems, that had the Town-Seal upon't was laid 
ſomewhere in Sight, Where an Eagle could come at it ; She took 
itup in the Air, and dropt it into the Boſom of a Slave. The $a- 
mians took this for a Foreboding, that Threat'ned ſome diſmal 
Calamity to the State, and in a general Conſternation They pre- 
ſently called a Counſel of their Wiſe Men ; and Xanthus in the 
firſt Place, to give their Opinions upon This Myſterious Acc1- 
dent. They were All at a Loſs what to Think on't; only Xan- 
thus defired ſome few Days time for further Confideration. Upon 
This, he betook himſelf to his Study, and the More he Beat his 
Brains about it, the further he found himſelf'from any hope of 
Expounding The Secret. This put him into a deep Melancholly ; 
which made Z#fop very Importune, and Impatient, to know the 
Cauſe of it ; with Aſſurances, That he would ſerve his Maſter in 
The Afﬀair, Whatever it was, to the Uttermoſt of his Power. 
Xanthus hereupon laid the Whole Matter before him, and told 
him in Conclufion, that he was not only Joſt in his Reputation, 
but in Danger to be Torn to Pieces by the Rabble. When op 
found how the Caſe ſtood, Never trouble your Head any fur- 
ther, ſays he, Do but follow my Advice, and I'll bring you off 
as well now as ever Idid before. When you Appear to Morrow 
to give in your Anſwer, I would have you Speak to the People 
after this Manner.

Wiſdom "tis true, may be call d properly enough the 


Knowledge of Things Divine and Humane, but will you therefore expetF 
that a Philoſopher ſhould do the Office of a Shoomaker or a Barber, be- 


cauſe the Trades are converſant about Humane T hin gs ® No No Gentle- 
' men, a Man may be a Great Philoſopher without any Skill at All in the 


Handling of the Awl, cr the Razor.-But if the Queſtion were Concerning 
the Government of Life and Manners, the Nature of Things Celeſtial or 
Terreſtrial ; T he Duties that we owe to God or Man; you could not ds 
bettter then repair to Philoſophers for ' ſatisfaFion. But for Reading 
upon Prodigies ; or Commenting upon the Flight of Birds, or the En- 
trails of Beaſts, T heſe are Things quite Beſide the Philoſophers Buſmeſs. 
If there be any thing you doubt of that falls under the Cognizance of Phi- 
loſophy, 1 am readyto ſerve you in't ; But your preſent Point being Au- 
gury, 1. ſhall take leave to Acquaint you that a Servant Thave at home, 
is as likely to make a Right Judgment that way as any Man I kndw. I 
thould not Preſume to name a Servant ; Neither Perchance would you 
think fit to make uſe of one ; If the Neceſſity of your preſent Diſtreſs, 
were not a very Competent and Reaſonable Excuſe. 


Heres your Speech, fays ſp; and your Credit ſav'd whether

grace will be Mine then if I Miſcarry. His Maſter was pleaſed 
beyond Meaſure with the Advice, but he did not as yet Under- 
ftand Whither it Tended. 
Xanthus Preſented himſelf Early the next Morning before the. 
Council, Where he Dilated Upon The Matter according to his 
Inſtructions, and ſo referr'd Them to his Servant for the Clear- 
ing of the Difficulty. The People with one Voice cry'd out 
Where is he? Why does not he Appear * Why has not his Maſter 
brought him along with him ? In ſhort, Ajop was Immediately 


fetch'd into the Court, and at the very Firſt Sight of him, They 


All burſt out a Laughing by Conſent. This Fellow, ſays one, 
may have Skill perhaps in Divining,| but he has Nothing that's 


Humane about him. Another asked Where he was Born, and

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whether or no Blocks had the Faculty of Speech in his Country: 
Eſep, upon This, Addreſs'd himſelf to the Council, | 
Tou have here before ye, ( ſays Zſop ) an Ungracious Figure of a 
Man, whuh in truth is not a Subje for your Contempt, Nor is it a 
Reaſonable Ground for your Deſpair, upon the Matter in Queſtion. One 
Wiſe Man values Another for his Underſtandmg, not for his Beauty ; 


| Beſide that the Deformity of my Perſon is no Incapacity at All as to your 


Buſineſs. Did you never tafte Delicious drink out of an Ill Look'd Veſ- 
ſel? or did you never drink Wine that was Vapid, or Eager, out of a 
Veſſel of Gold? "Tis Sagacity and Strength of Reaſon that you have Oc- 
caſton for, not the force of Robuſt Limbs, nor the Delicacies of Colour 
and Proportion. Wherefore I mu$t beſeech you not to Judge of My Mind 
by my Body, nor to Condemn me Unheard. Upon this, they All cry'd 
out to him, If he had any thing to ſay for the Common Good, 
That he would ſpeak it. With your favour, ſays he, It is for that 
End I preſume, that ye have called me hither, and it is with a Great 
Zeal for your Service, that I ſtand now before ye : But when I conſider 
the Weight of the Matter in hand, and the Office T hat I am now to Per- 
form, it will as little ſtand with your Honors Perhaps, to take the Opinion 
of a Slave into your Councils and Debates, as it will with my Condition 
to offer it. Befide the Riſque I run of my Maſter's Diſpleaſure upon the 
Ewvent. But All This may yet be Obviated, my Fears ſecured, my Mo- 
deſty gratifi'd, and your, own Dignity preſerved, only by making me a 
; | ; . OI 
Freeman: before hand, to Qulalif y me for the FunFion. They all ſaid 
it was a Moſt Reaſonable Thing, and preſently treated about 


| the Price of his Liberty, and order'd the Queſtors to pay down 
*the Money. When Xanthus ſaw that the thing muſt be done, He 


could not Decently ſtand Higgling about the Price ; But making 
a Virtue of Neceſſity, he choſe rather to Preſent F/op to the Com- 
mon-Wealth, then to Sell him. The Samians took it very kindly, 
AnJ Fſop was Preſently Manumizd and made a Citizen in Form, 
Proclaim'd a Freeman ; and after this Ceremony, he Diſcourſ- 
ed upon the SubjeC&t of the Portent as follows. | 

I ſhall not need to tell ſo many Wiſe and knowing Men, that the 
Eagle is a Royal Bird, and ſignifies a Great King ; that the Dropping 
of the Ring in the Boſome of a. Slave that has no Power over himſelf, 
porten1s the Loſs of Your Liberties, if you do not look to your ſelves 
mn Time ; And that ſome Potent Prince has a Deſzzn upon ye. "This put 
the Samrans all a-fire to hear the Iflue of the Predi&tion. In ſome 
thort time after there came Ambaffadors from Crzſus the King of 
Lydia, to Demand a Tribute on the Behalf of their Maſter, and 
Threat'ned the Samians with a War in the Caſe of a Refuſal. This 
Afarr came to be Debated in the Council, where the Majority

was rather for Peace with Slavery, then for running the Riſque 


of a Diſpute ; but they would not come to a Reſolution yet, 


without firſt Conſulting Zſop What They had beſt to do; Who 
gave Them his Thought upont in Words to This EffeR, 

Every Man in this World has TwoWays before him, That is to ſay, 
Firſt, The Way of Liberty, that s Narrow and Rugged at the En- 
trance, but Plainer and Smoother ſtill the further you go. Secondly, 
The Way of Servitude or Slavery, that ſeems to be Eaſie at firſt, but 
youll find it afterwards to be full of Intolerable Difficulties. The Sa- 
mians, upon Theſe Words, Declared themſelves Unanimouſly 
for Liberty, and that fince they were at preſent Free, They would 
never make Themſelves Slaves by their own Conſent : So The 
Ambaſladors Departed, and there was a War Denounced. 

When Craſus came to Underſtand the Reſolution the Sa- 
*mians had taken, and how Inclinable they were to a Compliance, 
till Zſop, -by the Power only of a few words, Diverted them 
from it, he Reſolv'd to ſend for and Diſcourſe with Zſop. So He 
made an Offer to the Samians, upon their ſending Zſop to him, 
to puta Stop at preſent to the courſe of his Arms. When #ſop 
came to hear of their Propoſition, he told them That he was not 
againſt their ſending of him, Provided only that he might tel! 
them One Story before he Left them. | 


In Old Time, (ſays he ) when ſome Beaſts talked better Sence then 

Many Men do now a days, there happen'd to be a Fierce War betwizt 
the Wolves and the Sheep, And the Sheep, by the help of the Dogs, 
had rather the Better on't, The Wolves, upon This, offer d the Sheep 
a Peace, on Condition only that they might have their Dogs for 
Hoſtages, The Silly, credulous Sheep agreed to't, and as ſoon as ever 
they had parted with the Dogs, The Wolves break in upon them, and 
Deſtroy'd them at pleaſure. See Fab. 45. 


The Samians quickly ſmelt out the Moral of this Fable, and 
cryd out, Once and All, that they would not part with ſep - 
But this did not hinder Zſop however from putting himſelf 
abord, and taking a Paſlage for Lydia with the Ambaſſadors. 
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 Cunuae. XVI. 
Flop Preſents bimſelf before the King of Lydia. 


F Mmediately Upon Z#/op's Arrival in Lydia, he Preſented him- 
{elf before the King, who looking upon him with Contempt, 


| Hatred, and Indignation ; Is This a Man fays he, to hinder the 


King of Lydia from being Maſter of Samos? Ffap then with a 
Reverence after the Lydzan Faſhion, deliver d what he had to ſay. 

1 am not here (fays he,Great King ) in the Quality of a Man that's 
Given up by his Country, or under the Compulſion of any force ; But it 
zs of my own Accord that 1 am now come to lay my ſelf at your Maje- 
fty's Feet, and with this only Requeſt, that you will wouchſafe me the 
Honour of your Royal Ear, and Patience but for a few words. 

©There was a Boy hunting of Locuſts, and he had the Fortune 
© to take a Graſshopper. She found he was about to kill her, and 
© Pleaded after this Manner*for her Life. Alas (fays ſhe) I never 
© did any Body an Injury, and never had it either in my Will or 
©in my Power to do't. All my Buſineſs is my Song ; and what 
© will you be the Better for my Death ? The Youth's Heart re 
*lented and he ſet the Simple Graſthopper at Liberty. 

Your Majeſty has now that Innocent Creature before you : 
There's Nothing that I can pretend to but my Voice, which 1 have 
ever employ'd ſo far as in me Lay, to the Service of Manking. The 
King was ſo Tenderly moved with the Modefty and Prudence 
of the Man, That he did not only give him his Life, but bad 
him ask any thing further that he had a Mind to, and it ſhould 
be Granted him. Why then, ſays op, (with that Veneration, 
Gratitude and Reſpe& that the Caſe required ) Idomoſt humbly 
implore your Majeities favour for my Country-Men the Samians. 
The King Granted him his Requeſt, and Confirmed it under 
his Seal ; Beſide that the Piety of making that Petitton his Choice, 
was a further Recommendation of him to his Royal Kindneſs 
and Efteem. 

op, ſoon after This, returned to Samos with the News of the 
Peace, where he was Welcomed with All the Inftances of Joy 
and I hankfulneſs Imaginable ; Inſomuch that they Ere&ed a 
Statue for him, with an Inſcription upon it, in Honour of his Me- 
mory. From Samos he return'd afterwards to Craſus, for whoſe 
fake he Compoſed ſeveral of Thoſe Apologues that paſs in the World 
to This Day under his Name. His Fancy lay extreamly to Tra- 
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velling ; but above All other Places, he had the Greateſt Mind 
to ſee Babylon: To which End he got Letters of Recommendati- 
on from.Creſus to the King there : who, according to Herodotus, 
was a Friend, and an Ally of Craſus's, and his Name, Labynetus ; 
not Lycerus, and Planudes has Handed it down tous upon a Great, 
Miſtake. But his Curiofity led him firſt to. paſs through Greece, 
for the ſake of the Seven Wiſe Men,. whoſe Reputation was at 
That Time Famous All over the World.” He had the Good Hap 
in his Travels to find them at Corinth, together with Anacharſrs, and 
ſeveral of their Followers and Diſciples, . Where they were All 
Treated by Periander at a Villa of his not far from the Town. This. 
Encounter was to the Common Satisfaftion of the Whole Com- 
pany ; the Entertainment Philoſophical, and Agreeable, and 
among other Diſcourſes, they had ſome Controverſy upon the 
Subje& of Government ; and which was the moſt Excellent Form :

ZElop Adopts Ennus.  Enmus's Inpratitude and*Falſe- 
weſs, and Eſops Good Nature. 


FT: was the Faſhion in thoſe Days for Princes to Exerciſe Try- 
alls of Skill in the,Putting and Reſolving of Riddles, and In- 
tricate Queſtions ; and He that was the Beſt at the Clearing or 
Untying of Knotty Difficulties carry d the Prize. Aſop's Faculty 
lay notably that way, and render'd him. ſo ſerviceable to the 
King, that it brought him both Reputation and Reward. It was 
his Unhappineſs to have No Children, .for the Comfort and 
Support of his Old Age ; So that with the King's Conſent, he 
| Adopted a young Man, who was Well Born, and Ingenuous 
enough, but Poor ; His Namie was Ennus. #ſop took as much 
care of his Inſtitution as if he had been his own Child.and Traind 
him up in thoſe Principles of Virtue and Knowledge that might 
moſt probably render him Great and Happy. But there's .no 
working upon a Flagitious and Perverſe Nature, by Kindneſs 
and Diſcipline, and tis time loſt to think of Maſtering fo Incu- 
rable an Evil : So that Ennus, after the Manner of other Wick- 
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ed Men, heaping One Villany upon another, Counterfeits his Fa- 
thers Name and Hand to Certain Letters, ' wherein he Promiſes 
his Affiſtance to the Neighbour Princes againſt Labynetus. Theſe 
Letters Ennus carry's to the King, and Charges his Father with 
Treaſon, though in Appearance, with All the trouble and un- 
willingneſs that was poſhible,. Only a. Senſe. of his Duty to his 
Kirig and his Country,{wallow'd up All other Relpetts of Reve- 
rence and Modeſty that a Son owes to a Father. The Kins took 
All thefe Calumnies for Inſtances of Ennass AﬀeCtions to him, 
without the Leaft Suſpition of any Fraud in the Matter : So that 
without any further Enquiry, heorderd ſep to be put to Death. 
The Perſons to whom the Care of his Execution was Committed, 
being well Afſured of his Innocerice and of the Kings Ungovern- 
able Paſſions, took him out of the Way, and gave it out that he 
was Dead. Some few Days after this, there came Letters to La- 
bynetus from Amaſrs the King of Ag ypt, wherein Labynetus was 
Defired by Amafrs to ſend him a certain Archite& that could raiſe 
a Tower that ſhould hang in the Air, and likewiſe Reſolve All 
Queſtions. Labynetus was at a Great Loſs what Anſwer to return, 
and the Fierceneſs of his Difpleaſure againſt Xſp being/by This 
time ſomewhat Abated, he began to Enquire after' him with 
Great Paſhon, and would often Profeſs, That if the Parting 
with One half of his Kingdom could bring him to Life again, 
he would Give it. Hermippus and Others that had kept him out 
of the Way, told the King upon the Hearing of Thts, That X/op 
was yet Alive; ſo They were Commanded to bring him forth ; 
which they did, in All the Beaſtlineſs he had Contracted in the 
Priſon. He did no ſooner Appear, but he made his Innocence 
ſo manifeſt, that Labynetus in Extreme Diſpleaſure and Indigna- 
tion, commanded the Falſe Accuſer to be put to Death with 
moft Exquiſite Torments ; But Z/op, after All this, Interceded 
for him, and Obtained his Pardon, upon a Charitable Preſump- 


tion, that the Sence of ſo Great” a Goodneſs and Obligation 


would yet Work upon him. , Herodotus tells the ſtory of Camby- 


ſes the Son of Cyrus, and Creſus, and with what Joy Cambyſes 


received Crzſus again, after he was ſuppoſed to be-put to death 
by his own Order ; but Then it Vary's in This, that he Cauſed 
Thoſe to be put to Death, that were to have ſeen the Execution 


done, for not Obſerving his Commands 
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Zſop's Letters of Morality to bis Son Etinus, 


T PON #ſ/op's coming again into Favour, he had the King 

C4 of Xgypt's Letter given him to Confider of, and Adviſed 
Labynetus to ſend him for Anſwer, That Early the next Spring 
he ſhould have the Satisfaction he Defired. ' Things being in 


this State, Aſop took Ennus Home to him again, and ſo order'd 


the Matter, that he wanted neither Counſels nor Inſtructions, - 


nor any other Helps or Lights that might Diſpoſe him to the 
Leading of a Virtuous Life, as will Appear by the Following 
Precepts. : 


 - My Sen(fayshe) Worſhip God with Care and Reverence, and with 
a Sincerity of Heart void of All Hypocrifie or Oftentation : Not as if that 
Divine Name and Power were _ an Invention, to Fright Women and 
Children, but know T hat God is Onnipreſent, True and Almighty. 
Have a Care even of your Mo$t Private Aftions and Thoughts, for 
God ſees Thorough you, and your Conſcience will bear Witneſs agamſt 
M | | ; 
x It is according to Prudence, as well as Nature, to pay that Honour to 
your Parents that you Expett your Children ſhould pay to you. 
Do All the Good you can to All Men, but in the Firſt Place to your 
NeareSt Relations, and do no Hurt however, where you can do no Good. 
| Keep a Guard upon your Words as well as upon your Aﬀtions, that 
there be no Impurity in Either. . 
Follow the Diftates of your Reaſon, and you are Safe ; and have « 
Care of Impotent Aﬀedions. 


Apply your ſelf to Learn More, ſo long as there's any Thing Left 


that you do not know, and Value Good Counſel before Money. 

Our Minds muſt be Cultivated as well as our Plants ; The Improve- 
ment of our Reaſon makes us like Angels, whereas the Negle@ of it turns 
ts into Beaſts.

Theſe, orſuch as theſe, were the Leſſons that Aſop read daily 
to his Son ; but ſo far was he from mending upon Them, that 
he grew Every Day worſe and worſe, ſhewing that it is not in 
the power of Art or Diſcipline to Redify a Pervetſe Nature, or 
(as Euripides ſays ) to make a Man Wiſe that has no Soul. But how- 
ever, according to Neveletus, he came ſoon after to be Touched 
in Conſcience for his Barbarous Ingratitude, arid Dyed in a Ra- 
cing Remorſe for what he had done. ' 2:41 

The Spring was now at Hand, and Zſop was preparing for 
the Task he had Undertaken About the Building of a Tower 
inthe Air, and Reſolving All Manner of Queſtions: But I ſhall 
fay no more of That Romantick part of the Hiſtory, then that 
he went into Zgypt, and Acquitted himſelf of his Commiſſh- 
on to Amaſrs with Great Reputation. From thence back again 
to Labynetus, Laden with Honours and Rewards ; from whom 


he got leave to Return into Greece ; but upon Condition of Re- + 


turning to Babylon by the Firſt Opportunity, 
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Cray. XIX. 


fEſop's Voyage to Delphos; bi Barbarous Uſage 
T bere, and his Death. 


T HEN #ſfop had almoſt takenthe whole Tour of Greece, 

he went to Delphos, either for the Oracles ſake, or for 
the ſake of the Wiſe Men that Frequented that Place. But 
when he came thither, he found Matters to be quite otherewilſe 
then he expe&ted, and ſo far from deſerving the Reputation they 
had in the /World for Piety and Wiſdom, that he found them 
Proud, and Avaritious, and Hereupon Deliverd his Opinion of 
Them under this Fable. 


I find ( ſays he. ) the Curioſity that brought me Hither, to be much 


| the Caſe of People at the Sea ſide, that ſee ſomething come Hulling to- 


ward them a great way off at Sea, and take it at firſt tobe ſome Mighty 
Matter, but upon Driving Nearer and Nearer the Shore, it proves at 
laft to be only a heap of Weeds and Rubbiſh. See Fab. 189. 


The Magiſtrates of thePlace took Infinite Offence at this Liberty 
and preſently enter'd into a Conſpiracy againſt him to take away 


tis Life, for fear he ſhould Give them the ſame Character elſe- 
where in his Travels, that he had done there upon the Place. It 


was not ſo Safe they thought, nor ſo Effetual a Revenge to make 
him away 1n private ; but if they could ſo contrive it, as to bring 
him to a ſhameful End, under a Form of Juſtice, it would bet- 
ter anſwer their Bufineſs and Defign. To Which Purpoſe they 
cauſed a Golden Cup to be ſecretly convey'd into his Baggage, 
when he waspacking up to Depart. He was no ſooner out of the 


Town upon his Journey, But Immediately purſu'd and taken up- 


on the way by the Officers,and Charged with Sacr:lege. Mop de- 
ny'd the Matter, and Laughed at them All for a Company of 
Mad Men ; But upon the Searching of his Boxes, they took the 
Cup and ſhew'd it tothe People, Hurrying him away to Priſon 
in the Middle of his Defence. They brought him the Next Day 
into the Court, Where Notwithſtanding the Proof of his Inno- 
cence, as clearas the Day,. he was Condemned to Dye ; and his 
Sentence was to be Thrown Head-long from a Rock, Down a 


Deep Precipice. After his Doom was paſt, he Prevailed upon 
Them, 


The Lireof ESOP. 
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Them, with much ado to be heard a few Words, and ſo told 
them the Story of the Frog and the Mouſe, as it ſtands in the 
Fable. | 
This wrought nothing upon the Hearts of the Delphians, but 
as they were Bawling at the Executioner, to Diſpatch and do 
his Office, Z/op on a Sudden gave them the Slip, and Fled toan 
Altar hard by there, in hopes the Religion of the Place might 
have proteded him, but the Delphians told him, that the Altars 
of the Gods were not to be any SanQuuary to thoſe that Robbed 
their Temples; Whereupon he took Occaſion to tell them the 
Fable of the Eagle and the Beetle to this following effect, As it 
ſtands in the Book, Num. 378. 
Now ſays /op, ( after the telling of this Fable) you are not 
to Flatter your Selves that the Prophaners of Holy Altars, and 
the Oppreflors of the Innocent, ſhall ever eſcape Divine Ven- 
geance. This Enraged the Magiſtrates to ſuch a Degree, that 
they commanded the Officers Immediately to take Xfop from the 
Altar, and Diſpatch him away to his Execution. When A/op 
found that Neither the Holineſs of the Place, nor the Clearneſs of 
his Innocence was Sufficient to Prote& him, and that he was to 
fall a Sacrifice to Subornation and Power, he gave them yet one 
Fable more as he was upon the Way to Execution. 


T here was an Old Fellow ( ſays he ) that had ſpent his Whole Life 
in the Country without ever ſeeing the Town, he found himſelf Weak 
and Decaying, and Nothing would ſerve, but his Friends must needs 
ſhew him the Town once before he. Dyed. T heir Aſſes were very well 
Acquainted with the Way, and ſo they cauſed them to be made Ready, and 
turned the Old Man an1 the Aſſes Looſe, without a Guide to try their 
Fortune. They were overtaken Upon the Road by a Terrible Tempe$t, 
ſo that what with the Darkneſs, and the Violence of the Storm, the Aſſes 
" were Beaten out of their Way, and Tumbled with the Old Man in- 
to a Pit, where he had only time to Deliver his Laſt Breath with This 
Exclamation. Miſerable Wretch that I am, to be Deſtroy d, ſince Dye 
I mu$, by the baſeſt of Beaſts ; by Aſſes. And that's my Fate now in 
ſuffering by the Hands of a Barbarous, Sottiſh People, that Underſtand 
Nothing either of Humanity or Honour : arid Af Contrary to the T yes 
ofs Hoſpitality and-Fuftice. But the Gods will not ſuffer my Blood to 
lye Unrevenzed, and I doubt not but that in Time the fudgment of Hea- 
wen will gize you to Unlerſtand your Wickedneſs by your Puniſhment. 
He was ſpeaking on, but they Puſhed him Off Headlong from 
the Rock, and he was Daſhed to Pieces with the Fall. 
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The Delphians, ſoon after This, were viſited with Famine and 
Peftilence, to ſuch a Degree,that they Went to Conſult the Ora- 
cle of Apollo to know what Wickedneſs it was had brought theſe 
Calamities upon Them. The Oracle gave them this Anſwer, 
That they were to Expiate for the Death of Zſop. In the Con- 
ſcience of their Barbarity, they EreCted a Pyramid to his Honour, 
and it is upon Tradition, that a Great Many of the Moſt Emi- 
nent Men among the Greeks of that Seaſon, went afterwards to 
Delphos upon the News of the Tragical End of Xſop, to Learn 
the Truth of the Hiſtory, and found upon Enquiry, That the 
Principal of the Confpirators had laid Violent hands upon Them- 

ſelves.

What 
is all this now, but the paſſing ofa true Eſtimare upon the Matter in que- 
ſtion, 1n preferring that which Providence has made and pronounc'd to be 
the Staff of Life, before a glittering Gew-Gaw, that has no other Value, 
then what Vanity, Pride and Luxury have ſet upon't? The Price of the 
Market to a Jeweller in his Traae, 1s one thing, but the zntrinſick Worth of 
2 thing toa Man of Sexſe, and Judgment, isanother. Nay, that very La- 
pidary himfelf, witha coming Stomach, and inthe Coct*s place, would have 
inade the Cock's Choice, The Dottrin, in ſhort, may be this; That weare 
to prefer things zeceſſary, before things ſeperfluous ; the Comforts and the

When Innocence is to be oppreſsd by Might, Arguments are fooliſh 
things ; nay the very Merits, Virtues, ahd good Offices of the Perſon ac- 
cus'd, are Emprov*d to his Condemnation: As the Induſtry and Watchful- 
neſs of the Cock here, in the calling of People out of their Beds to work 
when *tis time to riſe, 15 turn'd upon him as a Crime. Nay, ſuch is the 
Confidence of a ſpightful Cruelty, that-People ſhall be charg'd (rather 
then fail ) with things utterly impoſſible, and wholly foreign to the Mat- 
ter in queſtion, The Lamb it ſelf ſhall be made malicious. And what is 
this now, but the lively Image of a perverſe Reaſon of State, ſet up in 
oppoſitionto Truth and Juſtice; but under the Auguſt Name and Pretence, 
however of Both ? As Loyalty, for the purpoſe, ſhall be calld Rebellion, 
and the Exerciſe of the moſt Neceſſary Powers of Government, ſhall paſs 
for Tyranny and Oppreſſion. Decency of Religious Worſhip ſhall be made 
Superſtition ; Tenderneſs of Conſcience ſhall be call'd Phanaticiſm; Singu- 
larity and Faction; and the very Articles of the Chriſtian Faith ſhall be 
condemn'd for Hereſie. Villanies have pot the fame Countenance, when 
there are Great Intereſts, Potent Meditations, Preſents, Friends, Advocates, 
Plauſible Colours, and Flouriſhes of Wit, and Rhetorique, Interposd be- 
twixt the Sighnt and the Objett. There are ways of Deceiving the Eyes, 
as well as of Blinding them ; ſo that the Cauſe of the Innocent muſt be Re- 
mitted at laſt to that Great and Final Deciſion, where there is no longer 
any Place for Paſſion, Partiality, Corruption, or Error. But as to the Bu- 
fineſs of this World, when the Coc#s and the Lambs lie at the Mercy of Cats 
and Wolves, they muſt never expect better Quarter; eſpecially where the 
Hearts Blood of the One,is the Nouriſhment and Entertainment of the Other.

There is very rarely any Quarrel, either Publique, or 
Private, whether betwixt Perſons, or Parties, but a Third Watches, and 
hopes to be the Better for't. | 

And all is but according to the Old Proverb, While Two Dogs are Fight- 
ing for a Bone, a Third runs away with it. Divide and Govern, is a Rule 
of State, that we ſee Confirm'd and ſupported by Dayly Praftice and 
Experience : So that *tis none of the Slighteft Arguments for the Neceffity 
of a Common Peace, that the Litigants Tear one another to pieces for 
the Benefit of ſome Third Intereſt, that makes Advantage of their Diſa- 
greement.

that is to ſay, the Contendents have been ſtil] made a Prey to a Third Party. 
And this has not been only the Fate and the Event of Popular Quarrels, but 
the Puniſhment of them; for the Judgment ſtill treads upon the Heel of 
the Wickedneſs. | People may talk of 1.iberty, Properity, Conſcience, Right 
of Title, &s. but the main Buſineſs and Earneſt of the World, is Mozey, Do- 
minion, and Power, and how to Compaſs Thoſe Ends; and not a Ruſh 
matter at laſt, whether it be by Force, or by Cunning. Might and Right 
are Inſeparable, in the Opinion of the World; and he that has the Longer 
Sword, ſhall never want, either Lawyers, or Divines to Defend his Claim. 
But then comes the Kzre, or the Fox, in the Concluſion; that is to fay, 
ſome Third Party, that either by Strength, or by Craft, Maſters both 
Plaintiff and Defendant, and carries away the Booty,

Ir calls Good 
Things by Ill Names, and Illby Good ; but it will never be out of Credit, 
ſo long as there are Knaves to Give it, and Fools to Take it. It is never 
more Pernicious then in the Courts of Great Princes, beeauſe a good deal of 
it looks like Duty ; as in private Caſes, it carries a face of Friendſhip. 'The 
way to Riſe is to Pleaſe, and whatever. is gotten by*t, comes by Treachery. 
*Tis a Deſign that endangers both Body, Soul,and Eſtate ; and not One Man 
of a Million that's Proof againſt it. But Great and Good Men will rather 
look for their CharaQter in the Writings and Precepts of the Philoſophers, 
then in the Hyperboles of their Flatterers: For they know very well that Wiſe 
Books are the Only True Friends. ” 

There's a Fawning, Crafty Knave, and a Vain Eafie Fool, well met, in 
this Fable of the Fox and the Raven; which is np moreat laſt, then One 
ſort of Raſcal Cajoling Another; And then to ſhew us, both that Impudence 
will ſtick at nothingand-that a Self-Conceited Fop will ſwallow Any thing,” 
the Raves Beauty forſooth, and his Voice are the Topigques, that-Reynard 
has made choice of to Nilateupon. The two main Ends of Flattery,are Profit, 
or Safety, though there are many others too that are leſs Principal ;. but in 


ome reſpect or other, Reducible to theſe-Heads. The One 1s too Merce- 
| nary, 
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nary, and the Other too Servile, for a man of Worth. There are alſo ſeveral 
ſorts and degrees of itunder this Diviſion; anddivers ways of Addreſsand 
Application. But Flattery 1s Flattery ſtill, and the Moral extends to All. 
TTis in it ſelfan Unmanly, Slaviſh Vice; but it is much Worſe yet for the 
Alliance it has to Hypocriſie : for while we make other people think Better: 
of themſelves then they Deſerve, we make them think Better of Us too then 
We Deſerve: For Self-love and Vanity on the One hand, Aſſiſts the Falſenefs 
and Confidence on the Other, : while it ſerves to confirm weak Minds in 


' the Opinion they had of Themſelves before; and makes them Parties, effe- 


Atually,in a Conſpiracy, to their Own Ruin. The Meaſures,and the Artifices 
of it are Many, and in divers Caſes ſo like Sincerity, that what betwixt Cu- 


> ſtom,and the Nature ofthe Thing,it looks,in truth,like a Virtue,and a Duty ; 


that 15 to ſay, where it is ſo minag'd, asto be rather InſtruQtive then puffing 
up. As for Example, for a body to ſay, [ This or That was Wiſely foreſeen, } 
Or [ Yon intend, Ipreſume, to go This or That Way to Work : } and the like, 
Such an Inſinuation as this is, carries the Force in it of a Tacite, and a pru- 
dent Advice ; for it both ſerves to point out the Reaſon of the thing, and 
it preſerves the Decency of that Reſpe& which ought to goalong with it. 
>Tis a good Hinr, the very ſuggeſtingrof ſuch or ſuch a Precaution, though 
the conſideration perhapsnever came near the t'others Thoughts. But there 
is a certain Habitual Meanneſs of Soul, which has fo far prevailPd ia the 
World, that Common Civility isnoleſs tainted by Courſe and Cuſtom, then 
Friendſhip and Converſation is by Corruption. | 

It is the Paraſites Art to caſt himſelf into all Shapes that may ſort with 
the Figure of his Patron, in what Poſt, FunQtion, or Adminſtration ſoever ; 
and to frame the Air and Countenance of his Words, Looks, and Aftions 
accordingly, with a reſpeC&t to his Power, Wiſdom, CondnQ, Bravery, Ge- 
neroſity, Juſtice, or what other SubjeC he thinks fit to treat upon. So that 
let him be never fo Perfidious, Shallow, Raſh, Timorous, Envious, Ma- 
licious, 'Proud, Cpvetous, &c. a Little Court Floly Water Waſhes off all 
Stains. And what is this upon the Main now, but an Exchange of Air for 
Subſtance, and parting with All that either is, or ought to be Dear to us, 
for a Song ? The Flatterer, firſt Counſels his Patron to his Loſs ;. and then 
betrays him into the making himſelf Ridiculous ; as what can be more ſo, 
then for a Raver to Value Himſelf upon his Croakirg, or an Aſſe upon his 


Braying ? The only Benefit, or Good of Flattery is. this; that by Hearing 


what we are Not ; we may be Inſtruted what we Ozghtto be. *

W x are to Gather from hence, that people would never Envy the Pomp 
and Splendour of Greatneſs, if they did but conſider, either the Cares and 
Dangers that go along with it, or the Bleſſings of Peace, and Security in 
_ a Middle Condition. No Man can be truly Happy, who is not every Hour 

of his kife prepared for the worſt that can befall him. Now this is a State 
of Tranquility never to be attain'd, but by keeping perpetually in our 
Thoughts the Certainty of Death, and the Lubricity of Fortune; and by 
Delivering our ſelves from the Anxiety of Hopes and Fears. 

It falls Naturally within the Proſpe& of this Fiftion to Treat of the 
Wickedneſs of a Preſumptuous Arrogance, the Fate that Attends it; The 
Riſe of it; and the Means of either Preventing or Suppreſſing it; The Fol- 
ly of it; 'The Wretched and Ridiculous Eftate of a Proud Man, and the 
Weakneſs of That Envy that is Grounded upon the miſtaken Happineſs of 
Human Life. | | | 

If a body may be Allow'd to Graft a Chriftiar Moral upon a Pagan Fa- 
ble, what was it but Pride and Arrogance that firſt threw Lucifer out of 
| Heaven, and afterwards, Adam out of Paradiſe? [ Te ſhall be as Gods] was 
the Temptation ; an Tmporent and a Preſumptuous AﬀeQation of Vain 
Glory was the Sin; and a Maledi&ion Temporal and Eternal was the Pu- 
niſhnent. Now ifthe Charms of an Unruly Ambition could fo far prevail 
upon the Aygels Themſelves in their Purity ; and npon Mankind in a State 
of Innocence, how Strri& a Guard onght'/me then to keep upon our ſelves, 
that are the Children--of diſobedience, and bring the feeds of This Deadly 
Vanity into the World with us in our very Veins? © - es 

It is highly Remarkable, that as Pride, and Envy are the Two Paſſions 
that above: All Others give the Greateſt Trouble to-the Sons of Men, ſo 
are they likewiſe the Firſt Emotions of the Mind that we take Notice of 
in our Approaches to the Exerciſe: of our Reaſon. They begin with 
us in the Arms of our 'Nurſes, and at the very Breaſts of our Mothers; 
for what's the meaning cf -all the Little Wrangles and Contentions elſe, 
Which Child ſhall be made moſt bf ; or which Baby ſhall have the Gayer Coat? 
So that Theſe Aﬀettions are in truth Connatural to us, and as We our 
ſelves grow up and Gather Strength; 16- do They ; and paſs Inſenſib| 
from our 'Inchnetions into our Manners. Now the-Corruption mu 
needs be Strong, where Humane Frailty ftrikes in fo, Early with it, and 
the Progreſs no leſs Mortal,- where it is ſuffer'd to go' on without Con- 
trol: For what are the Extravagances of the Lewdeſt Life, but the 
more Conſummated Follies and Diforders, of either 'a Miſ-taught or a 


Negletted Youth? Nay, what are All the Publick Outrages of a Deſtroy- 


ing Tyranny; and Opprefſion, but Childiſh Apperites let alone till _ 
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are grown Ungovernable ? Beſide tliat it is Infinitely Eaſier to prevent IN 
Habits then to Maſter them ; As the Choaking of the Fountain is the 
ſureſt Way to Cut off the Courſe of the River. It ſhould be Conſider'd 
too that we have the Seeds of Virtue in us, as well as of Vice; and when 
ever we take a Wrong Baſs, *tis not out of a Moral Incapacity to doBet- 
oy for want of a Careful Manage and Diſcipline, to ſet us Righr at 

irſt. - 
Wherefore Children ſhould be moulded while their Tempers are yet 
Pliant and Duftile. As Pride, for the Purpoſe, that ariſes from a Falſe 
Opinion of Things, ſhould be Obviated by Informing their Underſtand- 
ings. And ſo for Exvy; the very Diſpoſition to it is to be Sweeten'd, as 
Flowing from a Certain Froward TinQture of Ill Nature. (I peak This 
of the Malevolent, Canker'd Paſſion of Envy, which in EffeQ, is Little 
or Nothing akin to the Silly Envy of the Aſſe here in the Fable.) In One 
word, Children ſhould be ſea{on'd betimes, and Lefſen'd into ſuch a Con- 
tempt, and Deteſtationof This Vice, as neither to practice it Themſelves, 
nor to Approve it in Others. This is, in Little, the Foundation of a 
Virtuous Life, and there goes no more then Judging, and Atting Aright,, 
' to the Charafter of a Good Philoſopher, .a Good Chriſtian, and a Good 
Man : For to Know, and to Do, is the Compendium of our Duty. 

It is not for Every Twatling Cup yet, or ſome Empty Pedant, pre- 
ſently to Undertake This Province; for it requires a Critical Nicety both 


of Wit, and of Judgment, to find out the Gerizs, or the Propenſions of a 
Child, and to Diſtinguiſh betwixt the Impulſes of Envy, and thoſe of . 
Emulation : Betwixt the Firſt Motions of a Churliſh and Impetuous Inſo- 
lence, and thoſe of a Serene Greatneſs, and Dignity of Mind. It is not, I 
ſay, for Every Common Eye, or Hand to divide ſo Accurately betwixt the 


Good, and the Evil, the Gracious and Perverſe, as to hit the preciſe MMe- 
_ aium of Encouraging the One, without Diſcouraging the Other. And 
This Faculty of Diſcerning is not enough neither, without a Watehful At- 
_ fiduity of Application. The Juſt Seaſon of Doing Things mult be Nick'd, 
and All Accidents Obſerv'd and Improvd; for Weak Minds are tobe as 
N arowiy Attended, as Sickly Bodies: To fay nothing of the Infinite Cu- 
riolity of the Operation, in the Forming of our Lives and Manners: And 
that not One man of Ten Thouſand is Competeatly Qualify*d tor the Office. 
Upon the Whole Matter there muſt be an Awe maintain'd onthe One Hand, 
_ andat the ſame time, a Love and Reverence Preſery'd on the Other. And 
all this muſt be Order'd too with ſo Gentle a Softneſs of Addreſs, that we 
may not Hazzard, either the Stifling, or the Quenching of Generous In- 
clinations, by bearing too Hard upon- them, or the Licentating of any 
thing that is Courſe and Vulgar,out of a fooliſh Facility or a Miſtaken Pity. 
It is with our Paſſions, as it is with: Fire and Water, they are Gooa Ser- 
wants, but Bad Maſters, and Subminiſter to the Beſt, and Worſt of Pur- 
poſes, at once, This is enough ſaid, as to the Wickedneſs, and the Fate 
of Pride ; The Source and Danger of it, together with the only ſure and 
EffeQtual Means of Remedy. [453 af] 

The Moral leads me in the Next place, to Conſider the Folly of both 
the Horſe and the Aſſe; The One, in Placing his Happineſs upon any ' 
thing that could be taken away ; and the Other, in Envying that Miſta- 
ken Happineſs, under the Abuſe of the ſame Splendid Illuſionand Impo- 
ſture. WhatSignifies a Gay Furniture, and a Pamper'd Carcaſs; or any 
other Outward Appearance, without an Intrinſick Value of Worth and 
Virtue? What ſignifies Beauty, Strength, Youth, Fortune, Embroider'd 


| Furniture, Gawdy Boſſes, or any of Thoſe Temporary, and Uncertain 
7 ' Satis- 
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Sarisfactions, that may be taken from us with the very next Breath 
we draw ? What Aſſurance can any Man have of a Poſſeffion that Every 
Turn of State, Every Puff of Air, Change of Humour, and the leaſt of a 
Million of Common Caſualties may Deprivehim of? How many Huffing 
Sparks have we ſcen in the World, that in the ſame day have been both the 
Idols, and the Sport and Scorn of the ſame Slaves and Fools ? Nay, how 
many Emperours and Princes. that in the Ruff of all their Glory havebeen 
taken down from the Head of a Conquering Army, to the Wheel of the 
Victor's Chariot * Where's that Advantage under the Sun that any but 
' a Mad man would be Proud of? Or where's That Pride it ſelf that any 


Mortal in his Right Wits, would aot find Reaſon to be Aſham'd of? Take 


it ſingly, and what is there more in't, then an Unnatural and Unmanly 
Tympany, that Riſes in a Bubble, and ſpends it ſelf in a Blaſt ? Take it 
in Complication, and we find a Thouſand Weakneſſes, Iniquities, and 
Vexatious Cutting Miſeries wrapt up in't. What can be more Impru- 
dent then'to Aﬀect Reputation by the Methods of Infamy ? To Aſpire to 
Greatneſs by the ways of becoming Odious and Contemptible ? And to 


Propoſe the Eretting of a Mighty Fabrick, upon a Bottom that will-Cer- 


tainly ſink under the Weight ? 

The Diſappointments of Thoſe that Build. their Hopes in this World 
upon a Falſe Baſis, fall under Theſe Three General Heads. The Ad- 
_ vantages we Value our ſelves upon, may either be taken from us; or 
We from Them: Or, which is much at One, we may be brought by a 
Thouſand Accidents to loſe the Uſe and Reliſh of them. As firit for the 
Purpoſe ; they may be taken from Us, by Cheats, Robberies, Suborna- 
nations, ' Falſe Oaths, Forgeries, Corrupt Judges ; To ſay nothing of Fires, 
Earthquakes, Tempeſts, Inundations, InſurreQions, and Other V tolences 
without Number. Secondly, We may be taken from Them, by as many 


Ways as there are out of This World. A Fly or a Hair ſhall do the. 


Office of a Rope. And then for the Third Branch, an Indiſpoſition, a 


> Feaver, an Acute Pain, an Impetuous Paſſion; an Anxious Thought, Im- 


potency and Old Age, ſhall do the Work of Taking away both the Gueſt, 
and the Comfort of them.. Nay, the very Loſs of One Pleaſure is enough 
to Damp, ifnot to Deſtroy the Rehſh of Another. 

But now to carry the Alluſion One Step further yet ; It may be li- 
terally Afſerted, that All Proud Men, over and above the Stroke of a 
Divine Judgment, are Miſerable, even inthemſelves, and that no Circum- 
ſtances in this World can ever make them Other. Their Appetites are 
Infſatiable, and their Hearts conſequently never at Reit ; Whether it be 
Wealth, Power, Honour, Popular Eſteem, or whatever elſe they pre- 
tend to. They Envy, and they are Envy'd. *Tis Impoſible tor them 
to be atreſt, without enjoying what it is Impoſſible for them to Attain. 


They live Gaping after More, and in a perpetual Fear of Loſing what 


they have already. The Higher they are Rais'd, the Giddier they are; 
the moreSlippery 1s their Standing; and the Deeper the Pal]. They are 
never Well, ſo long as Any thing is above them: And their Ambition 
carries them on to the Supplanting of their very Maſters and Makers : 
When yet by a moſt Ridiculous Contradiftion, they lie EffeCtually, (in 
the very ſame Inſtant) at the mercy of themen they moſt Deſpiſe. [ The 
Silver, being Ten Thouſand Talents, is given to Thee, ( ſays Abaſuerus to 
Human) The People alſo, to do with them, as it ſeemeth good anto T hee, 
Eſther, Cap. 3. V. 11. ] Who would have Imagin'd now, that the Stiff 
Croſlneſs of a Poor Captive, ſhould ever have had the Power to make 


Hamars Seat io Unealie to him? Or that the want of a Cap, or a 
ER, Cringe, 
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Cringe, ſhould ſo Mortally Diſcompoſe him, as we find afterwards it did! 
If Large Poſſeſſions, Pompous Titles, Honourable Charges, and Profitable 
Commiſſions; If a Plentiful Ifſue, Court Favours, or the Flowing Bounty 
of a Gracious Prince, could have made "This Proud Man Happy, there 
would have been Nothing wanting to his Eſtabliſhment. Bur All This 
did not-do his Work, it ſeems; neither, as big as he was, did there in 
Truth need any Great Matter to Unſettle him. But he was as ſure to 
ſink under the Infirmity of his Own Mind, as if he had been Doom'd to 
Sink in the Fate of a Common Ruine. 

When Haman ſaw Mordecai i» the Kjng*s Gate, ( ſays the Text) rhat 
he ſtood not up, nor Moved for him, he was full of Indignation againſt Mor- 
decai. Nevertheleſs, Haman Refraized himſelf, and when he came Home, 
he ſent and calld for his Friends, and Tereſh, his Wife ; and told them of 
the Glory of his Riches, and the Multitude of his Children, And All the Things - 
wherein the King had Promoted him, and how he had Advanced him above the 
Princes and Servants of the Kzng. . Tea, Eſther the Queen (ſayshe) did let 
no man come with the King unto the Banquet po4j ſhe had prepar d, but my | ſelf ; 
and to morrow am I invited unto her alſo with the Kjng, [ Yet All This Avail- 
eth Me Nothing, ſo long as I ſee Moraeca; the Jew litting at the King's 
Gate, Eſther, Cap. 5. V.9, 10,11, 12, 13.] | 

This Inſtance of Hamay*s Caſe may ſerve, in a Good Meaſure, for a 
Moral to the Arrogance of the Horſe here in the Fable; only Hamaz's Pride 
was the more Invidiousand Malicious of the Two. To wind up the Story ; 
Mordecas was an Eye-ſore to Hamayn, and a Gallows of Fifty Cubits High 
was prepared for him by the Order of Haman, Cap. 5.Y. 14. But the King, 
upon Examination of the Matter, Order'd Hamaz himiclt to be Hanged. 
[ So they Hanged Haman apon the Gallows he had preparea for Mordecai, 
Cap. 7. V. 10. ] Hamas Pride, 1n tine, was a Torment to him, and lie 
was not only Puniſh'd By it, and-For it, but by a Righteous Judgment of 
Retaliation, he ſuffer'd Death Himſelf upon the very Gibber that he had 
provided for Another. 

How wretched a Creature was Haman now, even 1n the Careſſes of 
his Royal Maiter, and in the very Rapture of all his Glories! And how 
Vain again were all the Marks and Enkgns of his Charatter and Power ; 
that were not able £o ſupport higa againſt one Slighring Look of a Sorry 
Slave! He had the World at Will, we ſee; but All was as good as No- 
thing to him, /o long 25 he ſaw Mordecai the Jew ſitting in the King's Gate. 
Where's the Sober Man now, that would not rather chuſe to be Morde- 
cai in the Gate, upon Theſe Terms, then to be Haman in the Palace ? 
'The One had the Bleſſing of a Confcience that Fears Nothing but God ; 
the Other was Haunted with a Fantafical Weakneſs of Mind, . that makes 
a man Dread Every thing, and ſtand in awe. of his Own Shadow! A 

ord, a Thought, an Imagination, a Countenance 1s enough to Break 
his Sleep, .and to Shake the very Foundations of the Babe! that he has— 
Built. He fancies every Bolt that's LevelPd at his Vices, to be Point- 
ed at his Perſon, and finds himſelf Wounded in the Morality of the 
moſt Innocent Reproofs. He's a Slave to All Paſſions, All Accidents; 
and All ſorts of Mep. A Jeit, a Banter, a Lampoon ; Nay aGlance, 
an Inſinuation, or a Bare Caſualty, with the Help of a Guilty Conſcience, 
and a Suſpicious Gloſs of Application, is enough to Murder him ; for he 
Conceits himſelf to be Struck at, when he 1s not ſo much as Thought 
of: as I dare appeal to the Conſciences of a Thouſand Top Gallant - 
Sparks, that will fancy their Own Caſe to be the Key to This 


Moral. He makes himfelf Odious to his Superiours, by his Haughti- 
neſs ; 
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neſs; to his Equals, by a Refilefs Courſe of FaQtious Competitions : 


and then he never fails of a Virulent Hatred and Envy, from thoſe that 
are below him; ſo that he's beſet with Enemies on All hands, the Mean- 
eft of which is not without Many and Many a Way to the Wreaking of a 
Malice, and to the eng of a Revenge. As to the Wretchedneſs of 
his Condition, #tis all a Caſe to Him,; whether he be. 'Feiz'd ouy of þi 

Life by.a.Judgment of, Flies: and Lice, or rung to Death by Fiery tr 
pents. And he 1s not only Tarmen by: rs,” bur the very Torment- 


.er of Hitmſelf too. Nay, rather theg/want a Colourable Ground"off 


Trouble;the-Creates it. His: Pride: is: Continual: Drought upon him, 
and a Thirſt never to be Quench'd. His Cooſcience, his Fancy, his Fears, 
Jealouſies, , and Miſtakes; Every thing helps on. towatds| his Undoing. 
And now to the Infinite Variety of Plagues that Wait-upon Pride;-there 


is likewiſe as'Great, a Diverſity' of Imperious Humours for This Miſery-to: 


Work upon. ' Ag for Example, There 15: a-Pride of Stomach; a Pti A of 


"Popularity, a Pride of Brow, Equipage, and Parade. . There's a Pride of 


Tongue without either Brains, or Heart to Support it.” There's an Ab- 


je&, (in fine) and there's a Surly Pride: But to Conclude, there” is All 


This, and a Thouſand times more-of the ſame Kind and Colour, that lies 
Naturally Couch'd under This Allegory. And not One Inftance art laſt; 
that is notverify'd by Many and Many an Example. 

Now as to the Envy of the Aſſe it was a Double Folly ; for he Miſtakes 
bath the Horſes Condition, and his Own. *Tis Madneſs to Envy any 
Creature - that may in a Moment become Miſerable ; Or for an 
Advantage that may in a Moment be taken from him. 'The-4ſe 
Envies the Horſe today ; and in ſome Few Days more, the Horſe comes 
to Envy Him: Wherefore let no man Deſpair, ſo long; as it's in the 
Power, either of Death, or of Chance, to Remove the Burden. No- 
thing but Moderation. and Greatneſs of Mind can make, either a -Pro- 
ſperous, or an Adverſe Fortune Eafie to us. The Only Way to be Hap- 
Py is to ſubmit to our Lot ; for No man can be properly faid to be 
Miſerable that is not wanting to Himſelf: It is Certainly True, ; that 
many a Jolly Cobler has a Merrier Heart in his Stall, than a'Prince in

\ either Inſenſible or Invincible : And the Rule holds, in Matters, not only 


of AQtual Force and Violence, but of Fortune and Good Name ; for *tis no 
better then Downright Madneſs, to ſtrike where we have No Power to 


Hurt, and to Contend'where we are ſure to be Worſted. The D6arine

Man is ftill Wounded by the Other. Nothing ſo much Troubled the Eagle 

and the Thraſh, as the Thought of affiſting to their own DeſtruC&tion. 

There's No living in This World without an Exchange of Civil Offices, _ 
and the Need we have One of Another, goes a Great Way towards the Ma- 
king of us Love One Another. How is this Amity, and Communication to 
be entertain'd now, but by the Commerce of Giving and Receiving ? 

Reaſon, and Experience, are Sufficient to convince us of the Neceſſity of 

ſuch a Correſpondence ; And this Fiction of the Axe and the Forre#, and 

fo of the Tree and the Weage, ſhews us the Danger of it too, if it be not 

Manag'd with a Provident ReſpeCt to All the Niceties of Circumſtance, 

and Contingency in the Caſe.

And what's the Myſtery of 
All this now, but that wejudpe of Things by Falſe Images and Appearances, 
without Entering into the True State and Reaſon of them 2 $0 that art this 
Rate, we divide our Lives, betwixc Flattering Illuſions, and Reſtleſs Appre- 
henſions: Never at Eaſe, either on the One fide, or on the Other. The 
Miſchief is, that we are Over-ſolicitous abour Matters that are out of our 
Power, and Scar-gazing after Futurities z when in truth, our Bug'neſs lies 
juſt under our Noſes; Thar is to fay, in the Attending, and Emproving of 
Preſent Opportunities: In few Words, a Wiſe Man Counts his very Mi- 
nutes : He lets no Time ſlip him 3 for Time is Life : which he makes Long, 
by the Good Husbandry of a Right Uſe and Application of ir, trom One 
Moment to Another. This is not yet to Exclude the Providence of Tracing 
Premiſes into: Conſequences, or Cauſes into theirEffetts ; bur ro Caution us 
not to look at the Wrong End of the Glaſs 3 and ſo Invert the Profſpe&t. We 
ſee Things at hand, as they really are, bur at a Diſtance, only as they ſeem 
to be : Patience and Conſideration will ſet us Right in our Judgments and in 
our Meaſures.

In the Fable of the Horſe and the Aſs ( Num. 38.) The Aſs finds himſelf 
Miſtaken in his Opinion, both of the Foundation of Happineſs, and of the 
Stability of it. His Miſtake in This, looks another way ; for he took his 
Brother to be Happy when he was not ſos Even according to his own 
Standard : But we are too too apt to think other People more Happy, and 
our ſelyes Leſs, then in Truth, They, or VVe are: VVhich favours of a 
Malevolence on the One hand, and an Ingraticude on the Other. Nay, it 
falls oat many times, that the Envious Perſons are rather to be Envy'd of 
the Two. VVhat had the Wi/d 4/s here to Complain of, or the Tame One 
to beEnvy'd for ? The Former was bur in the Plight that id Aſſes uſually 
are; and in truth ought to be. VVhen they are in the V Voods they are at 
Home, and a Forreſt-Life, to them, is but according to Nature. As to the 
State and Rugeneſs of his Body, *tis but Anſwerable ro the Condition of his 
Lor, The 7ame 4/5, *cis true, was Better Fed, bur then he was Harder 
VVrought, and in the Carrying of Packs, he did but ſerve Mankind in the 
Trade that Providence had Aſſign'd him ; for he was made for Burdens, 
*Tis a Fine Thing to be Fat and Smoothz but 'tis a Finer Thing to Live at 
Liberty and Eaſe. 

To ſpeak Properly, and to the Point, there 1s no ſuch Thing as Happj- 
neſs or Miſery in this World (commonly ſo Reputed) but by Compariſon; 
| Neither is there any Man fo Miſerable, as not to be Happy, or ſo Happy, 
as not to be Miſerable, in ſome Reſpe& or Other > Oaly we are apt to 
Envy our Neighbours the Poſſeſſion of Thoſe Advantages that we Want, 
without ever giving Thanks for the Bleſſings that They Warit, and We 
our ſelves Enjoy. Now This Mixture in the Diſtributions of Providence, 
duly Conſider'd, ſerves to make us Eaſy, as well as Neceſſary One to A- 
nother; and ſo to Unite us in a Confiſtence both of Friendſhip, and of 
Civil Convenience : For it is no leſs Requiſite to maintain a Truck in the 
Matter of Moral Offices, and Natural Faculties, then in the Common 
Bus'neſs of Negotiation, and Commerce ; and Humane Society can no 
more Subfiſt without the One, then without the Other. One Man fur- 
niſhes Brains, Another Money, a Third, Power, Credit, Mediation, In- 
relligence, Advice, Labour, Induſtry : (ro ſay Nothing of a Thouſand other 
Inſtances Reducible to this Head ) fo that the Rule of Communication 
holds as well berwixt Man and Man ; as betwixt Country and Country; - 
What One has Nor, Another Has, and there is not That Man Living, but 
in ſome Caſe or Other, ſtands in Need of his Neighbour. Take away 
This Correſpondence, and the very Frame of all Political Bodies drops, co 


pieces. Every thing is Beſt in fine, As God has Made ic, and where God 
| ; has 
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has Plac'dit. The Tame Aſs wrought hard for his Fize Coat, and the Wild 
one Far'd Hard, to Ballance the Comfort of his Freedom.

Some make Sport with him; Others Pity him, and this is 
the Trade they drive tor the Firſt Four or Five Days perhaps 3 bur fo foon 
as the Qualm is over, the Man comes to himlelt again ; makes merry with 
his Companions, and ſince he cannot be in his Own Houſe, he reckons 
Himlelf as good as at Home in the very Prifon. *Tis the fame Thing with 
a Bird in a Cage; when ſhe has Flutter'd her ſelf a Weary, ſhe firs down 
and Sings. This 'tis to be Wont ed toa Thing. And were it not a Scandal 
now, it Philoſophy ſhould nor do as much with usas Cuſtom, without lea- 
ving ir to Neceſfity to do the Office of Vertue, It might be added to this 
Moral, that what's Natyral ro One may be Grievous to Another. The 
Frogs would have been as much art, a Loſs in the Szab/e, as the 4/s was in

As for Example now, what is it that Troubles ' 
me? Is there any Help for'c or no? What doT want? Is it Matter of Ne- 
ccſliry or Superfluity ? Where am I co look for't? How ſhall I come art it 2 &c, 

Now All our Grievances are either of Body or of Mind, or ( in Com- 
plication ) of Both, and cither the Remedy is in our Own Power, or it is 
not. There are fome Things thar we cannot do for our ſelves, without the 
Help of Ochers : There are ſome Things again, that Other People Cannor 
do for Us, nor are they any way elſe to be done but by Our ſelves. In 
the One Caſe we are to ſcek abroad for Relicf, and in the Other, Whoever 
Conſulrs his Reaſon, and his Duty, will find a Certain Cure at Home : So 
that it goes a Great way in the Philoſophy of Humane Life, to Under- 
ſtand the Juſt Mcaſures of what we are Able to do, and what we are Ob- 
lidg'd to do, in Diſtintion from the Contrary 3 for Otherwiſe we ſhall 
ſpend our Days with A/op's Aſs, in Hunting after Happineſs where ir is 
not to be found, without ever looking for't where it is, *'Tis allow'd us, 
to. be ſcnfhble of Broken Limbs, and Diſeaſed Bodies : And Common Pru- 
dence ſends us to Surgeons and Phyſicians, to Piece, and Patch them up 
again. But in Theſe Cafes, we Examine the Why, the What, and the 
How of 'Things, and Propoſe Means Accommodare to the End. *Tis Na- 
tural to be Mov'd with Pain, and as Natural to Seck Reliet; And it is well 
done art laſt, to do That which Nature bids us do ; But for Imaginary Evils; 
Every Man may be his Own Doctor. They are Bred in our AﬀeCtions, 
and we may Eaſe our ſelves. If che Queſtion had been a Spavin, or a Gall'd 
Back, and the 4/5 had Petition'd to Jpzter tor Another Farryer, it might 
have been a very Reaſonable Requeſt, Mow if he had buc Pitch'd upon 
fach or ſuch-a Particular Maſter, it might have done well enough too : Bur 
to grow Weary of One Maſter, or of One Condition, and then to be pre- 
fently Wiſhing in General Terms for Another : This is only an Inconſide- 
rate Ejaculation thrown oft at Random, without cither Aim or Reaſon, 
Upon the Whole Matter, it is bur laying our own Faults at the Door of 
Nature and Providence, while we Impure the Infirmicies of our Minds to 
the Hardſhip of our Lot. To 

To proceed according to the Diſtribution of my Matter 3 it is much with 
Us in This Caſe, as it was with the Man that fcll from his Horſe and could not 
pet up again. He was ſure he was Hurt, he ſaid, but could not tell Where; 
That is to ſay, firſt our Gtievances are Fantaſtical where they are not Cor- 
poral. 2/y, It is Another Error in us, that in All our Fantaſtical Diſap- 
pointments, we have Recourſe to Fantaſtical Remedies. 31y. Providence 
has Allotted Every Man a Competency for his State and Buſineſs. All 
boyond it is Superfluous, and there will be Grumbling without End, if we 
come. to reckon upon't, that we want This or That, becauſe we Have it 
Nor, inſtcad of Acknowledging that we bave This or That, and that we want 
Nothing. Theſe Things duly Weigh'd, what can be more Providential then 
the Bleiling of having an Anrzdoere within our ſelves againſt all the Strokes 
of Fortune! Thar is ro fay, in the Worſt of Extremities, we have yet the 
Comfort left us of Conſtancy, Parience, and Reſignation; 
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'Tis not for a Wiſe and an Honeſt Man, to ſtand Expoſtulating with the 
Nature of Things.

Bur I ſhould rather fay co my ſe 
after This manner : Am not I the Creature of an Almighty Power ; and js 
it not the ſame Power and Wiſdom that Made and Order'd the World, that 
has afſign'd me this Place, Rank or Station, in't 2 This Body, This Soy}, 
This every Thing 2 Whar I am, I mult be, and there's no Contending with 
Invincible Neceſſity ; No Diſputing with an Incomprehenſible Wiſdom : Tg 
ſay Nothing of the Impiety of Appealing trom an Inexplicable Goodneſs, jf 
I can Mend my Condition by any Warrantable Induſtry and Virtue, the 
Way is Fair and Open; And That's a Priviledge that Every Reaſonable Crez.

SELF Love is the Root of All the Vanities that are ſtruck at in Theſe 
Two Fables, and_it is ſo Natural an Infirmity, that it makes us Partial 
even to Thoſe that come of us, as well as our ſelves: And then it is fo 
Nicely Divided, betwixt Piery, Pride, and Weakneſs, that in Many Caſes 
tis a hard Matter to Diſtinguiſh the One from the Other. *Tis a Frailty 
for a Man to Think Better of his Children then they Deſerve : Bur then 
there is an Impulſe of Tenderneſs, and of Duty, that goes along with it, 
and there muſt be ſome fort of an Eſteem in the Caſe too, for the ſetting 
of Thar In-bred Aﬀection at Work. The Difficulry lies in the Moderating 
of the Matter, and in getting the-True Medium betwixt being Wanting to 
our Own Fleſh and Bloud, once Remov'd, and Aſſuming too much to our 
ſclves, Let the Attachment be what it will, we muſt nor ſuffer our Judg- 
ments to be either Perverted, Blinded, or Corrupted, by any Partiality of 
Prepoſſeſihons whatgloever. 

The Moral here before us, Extends to the Fruits and Productions of 
the Brain, as well as of the Body; and to Detormities in the Matter, as 
well of Underſtanding, as of Shape. We are Taught here Principally, 
Two Things Firſt, how Ridiculous it is for a Man to Dote upon Fops and 
Buffons, though never ſo much the Iſſue of his Own Hcad and Loins ; And 
yet Secondly, How Prone we are to Indulge our Own Errors, Follies, 
and Miſcarriages, in Thought, Word, and Deed. The World has Abun- 
dance of theſe Apes and Owls in't: So that Whoever does but look abour 
him, will find ſo many Living Illuſtrations of This Emblem, that more 
Words upon the Subje&t would be needleſs.

Ir is a Certain Rule, 'tis true (but a General One) That No 71 
is to be done that Good may come of it ;: Now the Point will be ar [af 
whar's Simply Good or Evil ; What in the Coxtewplation; and how far the 
Intention, qr the Probable Conſequences of ſuch, or ſuch an Action, mg 
Qualifie the Caſe: Taking This Conſideration along with us too, that ye, 
are under a Great Tempration to be Partial: in favour of our ſelves, +, 
the Matter of Eafe, Profit, or Safety. 

The Firſt Point to be Preferv'd Sacrcd,- and from whence a Man is ne. 
ver to Depart, thouph for the Saving of his Life, Liberty, Popular Credit 
or Eſtate ; Thar Firſt Point, I ſay, 1s Conſczence. Now All Dutics are Mar. 
rer of Conſcience, reſpeQtively to the Subject rhat they arc Exercis'd upon, 
Only with This Reſtriction, that a Superior Obligation Diſcharges, or x 
leaſt Suſpends the Force of an Inferior : As to ſuch a Circumitance tor the 
Purpoſe, ſuch a Degree, or ſuch a Seaſon. Now there are. other Niceties 
alſo, as of Honour, Decency, and Diſcretion, Humanity, Modeſty, Re. 
ſpe&, &c. that border even upon the Indiſpenſable Tyes of Religion it (@t; 
and though they are Not Marrer of Conſczence, Simply, and Apart, they 
are yet ſo Reduftively, with a Regard to Other Conſiderations : That 
to ſay, though they are Not fo in the Abſtract, they Become ſo by Afﬀini 
ty and Connexion: And ſuch Civil Matters they are, as tall within the 
'Purlews of Religion. There are Tryals of Men, as well as Iryals of Trex, 
Storms or Inundations are the ſame Thing to the One, thar the Iniquiy 
of ſuch or ſuch an Age, or ConjunCture, is to the Other. Now *cis no 
Courage but Sromack,-that makes many People Break, rather then they wil 
Bend 3 even thoufb a Yiclding upon that Pxnri/lo ( and with a Good 
Conſcience too) might perhaps have fav'd a State. Fraftures Undoubtedly 
are Dangerous, where the Publick is to be Cruſh'd under the Ruine : Bu 
yet after All This Diſcanting, and Moditying upon the Matter, there'sno 
leſs Hazzard on the Yielding; ſide too, then there is on the other. Men may 
be Stiff and Obſtinate, upon a Wrong Ground, and Mcn may Ply, and 
Truckle too, upon as Falſe a Foundation. Our Bodies may be forc'd, but 
our Minds Cannot - So that Humane Frailty is No Excuſe for a Criminl 
Immorality. Where the Law of God and Nature Obliges me,/ the Plea of 
Humane Frailty can Never Diſcharge me. There's as much Difference be. 
'twixt Bending and Sinking, as 'there is berwixt Breaking and Bending. 
There muſt be no Contending with Inſuperable Powers on the One Hand, 
and no Departing from Indiſpenſable Duties on the Other: Nor is ir the 
Part, either of a Chriſtian, or of a Man, to Abandon his Poſt. Now the 
Juſt Medium of This Caſe lies*betwixt the Pride, and the AbjeRion of the 
Two Extreams. As the Willow, for the Purpoſe, Bows, and Recovers, and 
the Reſignation is Crown'd and Rewarded in the Succeſs.

| he would have been in No Danger of Falling. Many a Fool has Good 
Councel Offer'd him, that has nor. either rhe Wit, or the Grace to Take It; 
and his Willfulneſs commonly Ends in his Ruine. | 
Every thing in Nature has it's Appointed Place, and Condition, and 
there's No putting a Force upon any thing, contrary to the Biaſs and In- 
rent of ir's Inſtirurion. What Bus'nefs has a Zortozſe among the Clouds? 
Oc why may not the Eatth it felf as well Cover a Higher Place, as any 
Creature that's Confin'd to't ? It is, in ſhorr, a Silly, an Extravagant, and 
in Truth, fo Impious a Fancy, that rhere' can hardly be a Grearter Folly, 
then to Wiſh, or bur ſo much as Suppoſe it-. But there's an Ambition in 
mean Creatures, as well as in Mean Souls. So many Ridiculous Upſtarts 
as we find Promoted in the World, we may Imagin to be ſo many Tor- 
zoiſes in the Airz and when they have Flutter'd thege a While, like Paper 
Kites, tor the Boys to ſtare at, He that took them up, grows either Aſtanyd, 
or Weary of them, and fo lets them Drop again ; and, with the Devil Him- 
ſelf, cen leaves them where he found them, This may ſerve to put a 
Check to the Vanity and Folly of an Unruly Ambition; that's-Deaf;,- not 
only to the Advice of Friends, but ro the Councels and Monitions of the 
very Spirit: of Reaforr it ſelf: For Flying without Wings is All one with 
Working without Means.

IT is Time Loſt to Adviſe Others to do what we either Do not, o 
Cannot do Our Selyes. There's no Crofling of Nature; bur the Beſt way 
is to reſt Contented with the Ordinary Condition of Things. *Tis but ( 
much Labour thrown away, to Attempt the Altering of. Inſtin&ts, or the 
Curing of Il Habits. 

* Example Works a great Dcal more then Precepr; for Words without 
Pradice, are but Councels without Effet. When we do as we ſay, tis a 
Confirmation: of the Rule; but when our Lives and Do&rines do not 


Agree, it looks as if the Leſſon were either too Hard for us, or the Ad 


vice not Worth the While to Follow. Woe ſhould ſec to. Mend our Own 
Manners, before we Meddle to Reform our Neighbours, and not Condemn 
Others for what we do our Selves : Eſpecially where they follow the Na- 
ture of their Kind, and in ſo doing, Do as they Ought ro do. Let Every 
thing Move, March, and Govern it ſelf, according to the Proper Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Creature; for jt would be Every Jot as Incongruous, for a 
Crab"to Walk hke a May, as for a Man to Walk like a Crab. This may 
be apply'd to the Leſſons that are given us for the Ordering our Lives and 
Families. But above All Things, Children ſhould not be Berray'd- into 
the Love and Practice of any thing that is Amiſs, by Setting Evil Exam- 
ples before them ; for their Talent is only Imitation 3 and tis Ill Truſtiog 
Methinks in ſuch a Caſe, without a Judgment to Diſtinguiſh. 

This Allegory may paſs for a very Good LeQture to Governors, Pa- 
rents, and Tutors, to behave themſelves Reverently both in Word ana 
Deed, before their Pupils, with a kind of Awſul Tenderncſs = 
. the 
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the Innocency and Simplicity of Youth. * For Examples of Vices, or Weak- 
neſſes, have the ſame Effe& upon Children, with Examples of Virtue 
Nay, it holds in Publique roo as well as in Private, that the Words and 
Actions of our Superiors have the Authority and Force of a Recommen- 
dation. Regis ad Exemplum, is ſa True, that 'tis Morally Impoſible to 
have a Sober People under a Mad Government, For where Lewdneſs is 
the Way to Preferment, Men are Wicked by Intereſt, as well as by Imita- 
tion: But to Return to the Streſs of the Fable, Let a Gooſe Walk like a 
Gooſe, and leave Nature to do her, Own Bus'neſs her Own Way.

We 
run into Miſtakes, and Mistortunes, of our Own Accord ; and then when 
we are once Hamper'd, we lay the Blame of our Own Faults and Corrup- 
tions upon Others. This is much the Humour of the World too in Com- 
mon Bus'neſs. If any thing Hits, we take it ro our Selvesz if it Miſcar- 
ries, we ſhuffle it oft to our Neighbours. This- Arifes, partly from Pride, 
and in part from a Certain Canker'd Malignity of Nature. Nay rather 
then Impute our Miſcarriages and Difappointments ro our Own Corruprions, 
or Frailties, we do not Stick to Arraign Providence it ſelf, though under 
Another Name, in all our Exclamations againſt the Rigour, and the Iniqui- 
ty of Fortune.

ion : and Other Circumſtances apart, we ſhould no more be kinder to 
One Child chen to Another, then we are Tender of One Eye more then ot 
the Other ; for ithey are Both our Own Fleſh and Blood alike. Children ar 
Nacurally Jealous, and Envious, and the Quenching of their Spirits Fa 
Early, hazards the Damping of them for ever. Beſide, rhar there is no ſuch 
Fop in Fine, 'as,my Young Maſter, that has the Honour to be a Fool of 
his Lady Mother's making. She Blows bim up into a Conceit of Himlelf, 
and there he Stops, without ever Advancing, One Step further. In ſhorr, 
ſhe makes a Man of him ar Sixteen, and a Boy all the Days of his Life 
after. And what is All This now, but the True Moral of che 4pe with 
her Brats here in the Fable > The Cub thar ſhe carry'd at her Back had the 
Wit co Shift for it ſelf; but the Other, that ſhe Zugg'd as the Devil did 
the Witch, Periſh'd in her very Arms.

MEN Mind the Pleaſure, and the SatisfaQion of a Fancy, or a Looſe 
Appetite more then they do Better Things ; and they are ſooner broughr 
to Themſelves, and ſer Right by the nnnendo of a Parable, then by the 
Dint of dire&t Reaſon. There are many Men that are Infinicely Tenger 
in Point of Honour, and have very little Regard yet upon the Main, to 
Truth and Equity. Now ſuch People as Theſe are ſooner Wrought upon 
by Shame then by Conſcience, when they find themſelves Fool'd and 
Shamm'd (as we ſay ) into a Conviction. This Fable tells us what we 
Ought to do in the Caſe of Attending to Inſtruftive and Profitable Coun. 
ſels. It tells us alſo what we are apt to do, in Heark'ning after Fooleries: 
and Iloofing the Opportunity of Hearing and Learning Betrer Things. And 
it ſhews us in fine, the Force of an Ajlegory betwixt Jeſt and Earneſt; 
which in ſuch a Caſe as This, is certainly the moſt Artificial, Civil, and 
Effectual Manner of Reproche. I call it a Reproche, for *tis an Aﬀeront to 
Good Manners as well as to Ordinary Prudence, not ro Hearken to a Man 

- of Authority ; That is to fay,. to the Voice of Wiſdom, when ſhe ſpeaks to

THERE are ſome Caſes wherein a Man may Juſtifie ſome ſort of Shuf- 
ling and Evading, without any Offence to Honour or Good Faith ; as 
in a Caſe for the Purpoſe, where the gaining ot Time may be as much 
as a Man's Life or Eſtate is worth. Somme Men are but one Remove from 
Some Aſſes, and the difficulry of Teaching-the one, is next-Door to the 
impoſlibility of Teaching the other, The very Propoſition is a Whimfie 
pleaſant enough, to ſhew the Vanity of attempring ro make a Philoſopher 
of a Blockhead : Neither is it of a Quality to be underſtood according 
to the Letter. So that in ſuch a Caſe, if a Man can but Save himſelf by 
a Shift, or a Figure, *tis all rhat can be deſired ; and the Conditions na- 
turally implied, fall within the fair Equity of the Queſtion. There are 
certain Bounds and Terms of Raillery that may very well ſtand with 
the Rules of Honeſty and Good Manners 3 that is to ſay, Where the 
Liberty carrics neither Malice, Saucineſs, nor Ill Nature along with it : 
And the diſcreet Manage of ſuch a fort of Freedom, betwixrt Jeſt and 
Earneſt, Seaſons the Entertainment of an Agrecable Converlation. We 
ſhould ſay ro our Selves in all our Diſtreſſes upon the Apprehenſion of 
Temporal Difficulties to come, as this Pedazt in the Fable did to his Rela- 
tions and Companions ; Let it be Bondage, Loſs of Friends, Beggery , 
Baniſhment, nay Death it ſelf, [ 7his or that may Intervene.] It is an Un- 
accountable Weakneſs for a Man to put himſelf upon the Torture at pre- 
ſent, for fear ſome body elſe ſhould Torment him Seven Years hence. Ts 
it not enough for us ro be Miſerable when the time comes, unleſs we 
make our iclyes ſo beforchand, and by Anticipation 2 When we have 
gone as far as Conſcience, Honour, Induſtry, and Human Prudence can car- 
ry us, toward the preventing, or the averting of the Danger that threatens 
us, We are to remit the reſt to Providence, and wait the good —_— 
0 
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of Heaven with Patiene, Humility and Reſignation: This Man was to 
Die at Seven Years end, unleſs he could bring to paſs a "thing impoſſible, 
Now ſooner or later, (and which of the Two is uncertain,) we ate 
all of us to Die. Why are we not as Sollicitous now for the Certainty 
of the Thing, as for the Appointment- of the Time , waen a Thouſand 
Accidents may interpoſe to divert the one, and the other is wholly ins 
eyicable ?

REFLEXION. 


T ##1s Story gives us to underſtand in the Application of it, that there are 
more Mad-men out of Bedlam than in't 5 and that according to Horace, We 


- are all Mad, every. Mother's Child of us, more or leſs; and therefore *ti 


but Neighbourly Juſtice for One Mad-man to bear with another. *Twas 
well cnough ſaid of a Fellow in a Mad-Houſe that was ask'd in the Interyal 
of his Diſtemper how he came to be there?» Why, ſays he, 7he Mad Folks 
abroad are too many for us, and ſo they have Maſterd all the Sober People, and 
Coop'd 'em up here. There's an Alienation of Mind in the Moral, as well as 
in the Phyſical Acceptation of the Expreſſion ; and he's as Mad a Man that 
abuſes his Reaſon, as he rhat has loſt the Exerciſe of it : Beſide, that there's 
as great a Diverſity of Freak and Extravagancy in the one Senſe as in the 
other ; and they have their Paroxiſms and their Intermiſſions both alike, 
Every Man Living in fine, has his weak fide, and 'ris bur ſtriking the right 
Vein to fer the Humour a Working. 

The General Doctrin of this Parable, we find ſumm'd up in a very few 
Words here ; that is to ſay, he that eagerly purſues any rhing, and gives - 
more for't then it is worth, is no better than a Mad-man. Now the way 
to make a true Eſtimate both of the Price and of the Purchaſe, is only to 
ſer the one againſt the other, and ſo to Ballance the Account. One Mans 
Head runs Riot upon Hawks, Hounds, Dice, Drabs, Drinking, Revyel- 
ling, and for Brevity ſake, we may c'en take in the whole Roll of Good 
Natur'd Sins and Pleaſures, (if I may call them ſo, that may ſerve to Gra- 
tifie a Senſual Appetite. Let but a Man conſider now the Time, Mony, 
Care, Labour, and Vexation that this Wild-Gooſe-Chaſe has coſt him, 
and then ſay to himſelf on the other hand, what have I gotten to anſwer all 
this Expence, bur the Looſe, Giddy Frolick of a few Mad Hours, attended 
with-Claps, Gouts, Palſies, Infamy, Beggary, Nauſeous Qualms, Surfeit- 
ing Satieties, Anxiety of Thought and Conſcience, and all attended with 
the Anguiſh of a Late and Unprofitable Repentance in the Concluſion ? 
And it is the ſame thing roo with the Diabolical Tranſports of Ambition, 
Pride, Envy, Revenge, and the like ; over and above the Irreparable Loſs 
of a Thouland Bleſſed Opportunities, to the extreme Hazard of Erernity 
it ſelf.

Men : Only the one looks forward from the Cauſes into the Effects, and 
the other traces the Truth, and the Reaſon of Things backward, from the 
EffeQs up to their Cauſes, That is to ſay, the one Teaches us Wit, by 
ſhewing us where we play'd the Fool, and the other Teaches us Wir, by 
keeping us tefa-band from Playing the Fool ar all.

like. Now as there are Good and Bad of all forts ; ſo their Virtues and 
their Vices, their good Behaviour and their Miſdemeanors are to be ſer 
forth, Circumſtanc'd and Diſtinguiſh'd in ſuch fort, as by Rewards or 
Puniſhments, to Encourage the One, and to Diſcountenance the Other, in 
proportion to the Dignity of the Action, or the Degree of the Offence ; 
by conferring Marks and Charafters of Honour, Offices of Trutt, or 
Beneficial Commiliions on the one hand, and by inflicting Senrences of 
Shame, Infamy, Pains Gorporal, or Pecuniary on the other. Withour 
this Diſtribution, one main end of Emblem is loſt ; neither is ir the rrue 
Figure of Life. For, Wicked Men, Falſe Brethren, Unnatural Parents, 
Diſobedient Children, Barbarous Husbands, Unduriful Wives , Tyrannicat, 
Weak or Fantaſtical Governors ; Rebellious Subjes, Cruel Maſters, Fairh- 
leſs Servants, Perfidious Kindred and Acquaintance : All theſe Lewd Cha- 
racers are as Abſolurely neceſſary to the Perfefting of the Delign, as the 
moſt Laudable Excellencies in Nature. 

In this Fable of the Kingdom of Apes, the Author according to Came- 
zarius, intended the Pifture of an Extravagant: Government, where he 
gives Flattery and Corruption the Adyantages that in Policy and Juſtice 
belong to Services of Honour and of Truth : And ar the ſame time De- 
livers up a Man of Honeſty, Juſtice and plain Dealing to be torn to 
Pieces. This Kingdom of Apes has been Moralliz'd a Thouſand and a 
Thouſand times over in the PraQtice of the World, and ſuch as the Foun- 
tain is, ſuch will be the Stream. Igt Government ir ſelf be never ſo 
Sacred, Governors are ſtill but Men ; and how Neceſſary and Beneficial 
focver the Order is at all Hands Confeſs'd to be, the Officers yet, and 
the Adminiſtrators are but Fleſh and Blood, and liable ro the Paſlions 
and Frailties of other Mortals. 

There are in fine, many Diſtempers, Errors, and Extravagances, that 
ſhew themſelves in the Exerciſe of Political Powers; as an inexorable 
Rigour for the Purpoſe, or as a Laſche Demiſſion of Sovereign Authori- 
ty. There are Caſes of Senſuality, Pleaſure, and Appetite, where Go- 
vernours have only the Name of Rulers, while ſome over-grown Subject

Where a Brace of Sharp- 
ers will be going ts Law, none ſo fit as an Ape to try the Cauſe; and it 
was a Sentence worthy of ſuch a Judge, to pronounce them both Guilty ; 
which in Equity wn were, with a reſpect to their Charatter and Reputa- 
tion ; tho' in Law they could not be fo, upon the Fact in Queſtion. If 
the Ape in this Fable had too little regard- to the Letter of the Law, we 
have ſeen ſome Caſes where more ſtreſs has been laid upon the 'rigour 
and ftri&neſs of it, than Conſcientiouſly did belong to't : For when one 
Man of an Exemplary Improbity,Charges another of the ſame Stamp, in 
a Court of Juſtice, he lies under the Diſadvantgge of a ſtrong Suſpicion, 
even before he is Heard ; and People are Prepar'd to believe the Worſt 
of him by Anticipation, and before his Caſe is known. 50 that the Bare 
Prejudice is ſufficient to turn the Scale, where it was Gold-weight before; 
unleſs we Ballance the Improbity of the one, with the Improbity of the 
other, as the Ape did here in the Fable. 

We are to underſtand upon the whole Matter, that it is more Adviſable 
to give too little Credit in a Court of Jufdicature to Men of Profligate 

ives, then too Much : For 'tis a Scandal to Publick Juſtice, to make uſe

After ſome time ſpent abroad, 
and a great deal of Mony got by his Ercomia upon the 
Hero's of thoſe Times, he put Himſelf and his Treaſure A- 
board for his own Countrey again, in an Old Rotten Veſlel. 
They fell into Foul Weather, and the Ship Miſcary'd. In 


the Hurry of the Shipwrack, while the Paſſengers were at

This is the very Truth of the Matter, and may be ſeen ar 
large in the Hiſtory of all the Goveraments in the World : Bur it is One of 
thoſe Trurhs yet that is not at all times to be ſpoken; and 'tis the part of a 
Wiſe Man in theſe Caſes, ro Hear, Sze, and Say Nothing.

Cannot you Plun- 
der, Sequeſter, Decimate, Draw, Hang and Quaiter in the Fear of the
